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Jury deadlocks; one 
charge against Blago

CHICAGO (AP) — A federal jury deadlocked on all but one 
of 24 charges against former Illinois Gov. Rod Blagojevich, 
including the most explosive of all — that he tried to sell an 
appointment to President Barack Obama’s old Senate seat. 

He was convicted Tuesday on a single count of lying to federal 
agents, one of the least serious charges and prosecutors pledged 
to retry the case as soon as possible. 

“This jury shows you that the government threw everything but 
the kitchen sink at me,” Blagojevich said later outside court. 
“They could not prove I did anything wrong — except for one 
nebulous charge from five years ago.” 

Blagojevich — known for his showmanlike, over-the-top 
personality — showed no emotion as the verdict was read.

Bomber kills 
61 Iraqis in 
recruitment drive

BAGHDAD (AP) — Young men from some of Iraq’s poorest 
areas waited all night outside an army recruitment center, only 
to become easy prey Tuesday for a suicide bomber who killed 
61 in the crowd. Desperate for jobs, dazed survivors rushed to 
get back in line after the attack. 

Officials quickly blamed al-Qaida for the deadliest single act of 
violence in the capital in months. Police said 125 people were 
wounded.

II.S. interrogation 
videotapes found

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
CIA has videotapes, after 
all, of interrogations in a 
secret overseas prison of 
admitted 9/11 plotter Ramzi 
Binalshibh. Discovered in a 
box under a desk at the CIA, 
the tapes could reveal how 
foreign governments aided the 
United States in holding and 
interrogating suspects. And 
they could complicate U.S. 
efforts to prosecute Binalshibh, 
who has been described as one 
of the “key plot facilitators” in 
the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

Apparently the tapes do not 
show harsh treatment—unlike 
videos the agency destroyed 
of the questioning of other 
suspected terrorists.

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Lawyers: Chess icon Fischer didn’t father girl

LONDON (AP) — DNA

tests have shown that chess 
genius Bobby Fischer was not 
the father of a 9-year-old girl 


from the Philippines, bringing 
a paternity claim against his 
estate to a close, two lawyers 
familiar with the case said. 

The test result was announced 
in Reykjavik District Court, 
lawyer Gudj on Olafur Jonsson, 
who represents Fischer’s two 
American nephews in their 
own claim on his estate, said 
Tuesday. 

Fischer’s remains were 
exhumed in July so samples 
could be taken to determine if 
he had fathered Jinky Young, 
whose mother Marilyn said 
she had a relationship with 
the chess icon. Jinky, who 
lives in the Philippines with 
her mother, flew to Iceland 
last year to provide her own 
sample. 

“I can confirm that the result 
of the DNA report excluded 
Bobby Fisher from being the 
father of Jinky Young, and 


therefore the case has come to 
a close,” said lawyer Thordur 
Bogason, who represents 
Jinky. 

Though the paternity case has 
ended, the wrangling over 
Fischer’s estate continues. 
He died aged 64 in Iceland in 
January 2008, leaving no will. 
Jonsson said the elimination of 
the paternity claim simplifies 
the case between Fischer’s 
nephews and the woman who 
was his long-term partner. The 
case is scheduled to be heard 
in Reykjavik next month, 
Jonsson said, adding he hopes 
for a result by the end of the 
year. 

Fischer was born in Chicago 
and raised in Brooklyn, New 
York. His 1972 defeat of 
Boris Spassky of the Soviet 
Union for the world chess 
championship — a tournament 
that was played in Reykjavik 


— made him world-famous 
and an American hero. 

But later, Fischer would 
become an erratic figure, 
losing his world title in 1975 
after refusing to defend it 
and then dropping out of 
competitive chess. 

He spent time in the Philippines 
and Hungary, and was arrested 
in Japan in 2004. 

Fischer was threatened with 
extradition to the U.S. to 
face charges of breaking 
international sanctions against 
the former Yugoslavia by 
playing a chess match there in 
1992. 

Fischer renounced his 
American citizenship, and 
was then taken in by Iceland 
in 2005, a chess-loving nation, 
which gave him citizenship. 
Fischer is buried about 30 
miles east of the capital, 
Reykjavik. Q

Before jurors came in, he sat 
with his hands folded, looking 
down and picking nervously 
at his fingernails. 

He and his lawyer said they 
would appeal the conviction. 
The verdict came on the 14th 
day of deliberations, ending 
an 11-week trial during which 
a foul-mouthed Blagojevich 
was heard on secret FBI 
wiretap tapes saying the 
power to name a senator was 
“(expletive) golden” and that 
he wasn’t going to give up 
“for (expletive) nothing.” 

The count on which 
Blagojevich was convicted 
included accusations he lied 
to federal agents when he said 
he did not track campaign 
contributions and kept a 
“firewall” between political 
campaigns and government 
work. It carries a sentence of 
up to five years in prison. Some 
of the more serious charges, 
such as racketeering, carried 
up to a 20-year penalty. 
Blagojevich vowed to appeal 
the single conviction and 
declared that he was a victim 


of persecution by the federal 
government. He told reporters 
that he wants the “people of 
Illinois to know that I did not 
lie to the FBI.” 

It had been clear jurors were 
struggling with the case. Last 
week, they told Zagel they had 
reached a unanimous decision 
on just two counts and had not 
even considered 11 others. 
There was no immediate 
explanation about whether 
they later disagreed. 

Jurors appeared more haggard 
Tuesday than during the 
trial. As they filed into the 
courtroom, many appeared 
nervous, some looking down 
at the floor as Zagel read the 
verdict form to himself, then 
passed it to a bailiff. They 
had asked earlier Tuesday 
for advice on filling out their 
verdict forms and a copy of 
the oath they took before 
deliberating. 

The jurors did not remain at 
the courthouse to explain their 
decisions. 

“They’re going home,” said 
Joel Daly, a spokesman for 
Zagel. “A lot would like to 
talk to media folks, but they 


are plain tired.” 

After the verdict was read, 
defense attorney Sam Adam 
Jr. rubbed his own forehead 
and mouth, appearing to 
shake his head in disgust. The 
former governor’s wife, Patti 
Blagojevich, leaned over in 
her chair, shaking her head. 
The former governor’s 
brother and co-defendant, 
Robert Blagojevich, said the 
jury’s conclusion showed he’s 
been “an innocent target of 
the federal government” all 
along. 

“I feel strong. I feel confident. 
I don’t feel in any way 
deterred. I’ve done nothing 
wrong,” he told reporters 
at the courthouse. “I’ve got 
ultimate confidence in my 
acquittal.” 

Defense attorneys had argued 
that Blagojevich was a big 
talker, but never committed 
a crime. They took a huge 
gamble by deciding not to call 
any witnesses — including 
Blagojevich, who had 
repeatedly promised to take 
the stand. 

“The jury agreed that the 
government did not prove its 
case,” the former governor 
said. 

Throughout most of the trial, 
the 53-year-old Blagojevich, 
a perpetual campaigner 
and recent reality TV star, 
seemed cheerful. He often 
glided through the courthouse 
smiling and chatting with 
passers-by. 

His demeanor was in contrast 
to his older brother, a 
Tennessee businessman, who 
was often subdued and walked 
to court alone. 

U.S. Attorney Patrick 
Fitzgerald was in the main 
courtroom for the verdict for 
the first time since the trial 
began. He sat at the end of 
a spectator’s bench near a 
wall on the opposite side of 


the room from Blagojevich, 
his hands folded across court 
documents. He looked on 
blank-faced as the verdict 
was read. His team of young 
prosecutors reflected the 
same mood, also looking on 
impassively. As he left the 
courthouse, Blagojevich got a 
huge round of applause from 
the courthouse crowd. 

Leota Johnson, 72, chanted 


“Rod is free!” Johnson said 
she supports Blago because 
she isn’t convinced he did 
anything wrong and that pay- 
for-play is Chicago politics 
as usual. During the trial, 
prosecutors relied heavily on 
the FBI wiretaps, in which 
Blagojevich spewed profanity, 
speculated about getting a 
Cabinet job in exchange for 
the Senate appointment. Q 
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U.S. weighs easing of Cuba travel restrictions

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Obama administration, in a test 
of the Castro regime’s appetite 
for reform, is considering 
easing travel restrictions to 
Cuba, U.S. and congressional 
officials said Tuesday. 

The move would leave intact 
the nearly 5 0-year-old embargo 
against the communist 
regime but would expand 
opportunities for American 
students, educators and 
researchers to visit Cuba, the 


Associated Press 
officials said. The discussions 
to ease restrictions follow the 
release in July of the first batch 
of political prisoners Havana 
had pledged to free. 

President Barack Obama has 
said that he wants to reach out to 
Cuba and promote democracy 
there by easing travel and 
financial restrictions. But he 
has also said there must be 
political or economic reforms 
before the U.S. takes further 
steps to ease Cuba’s isolation. 
A decision could be announced 
before the end of next week. 


However, the officials 
cautioned that political 
considerations could hold 
up a decision, possibly until 
after November’s midterm 
congressional elections. 
They spoke on condition of 
anonymity because internal 
deliberations continue on the 
scope and scale of the changes. 
Some in Congress have voiced 
opposition to a further easing 
in the restrictions, which 
Obama loosened last year 
to allow Cuban-Americans 
to visit and send money to 
relatives on the island. The 
new changes would extend 
some of those provisions to a 
broader group of Americans 
and could expand direct flights 
to Cuba, the officials said. 
Details of the possible 
revisions were first reported 
by The Miami Herald. But 
speculation about them has 
run rife in Washington since 
Havana began releasing the 
political prisoners last month. 
The White House and State 
Department declined to 
comment Tuesday on specifics 
of the changes. 

“The president is going to 
continue to do things that are in 
the best interest of the United 
States and that help to create a 
more democratic environment 


and expand freedoms for the 
Cuban people,” deputy White 
House spokesman Bill Burton 
told reporters. 

Those comments were echoed 
almost word-for-word by State 
Department spokesman Mark 
Toner, who added: “We’re 
looking at promoting measures 
that encourage the free flow of 
information and humanitarian 
items to the Cuban people.” 
Toner noted that the Obama 
administration had contacts 
with Cuba on issues like 
immigration, postal service 
between the two countries, 
and the Gulf oil spill. 

Speaking privately, two 
administration officials and 
a congressional source said 
support for the changes 
increased after Cuba began the 
release of political prisoners in 
July, which was brokered by 
the Roman Catholic church. 
Some supporters of easing 
the embargo say Raul Castro, 
who assumed power from his 
ailing brother Fidel in 2006, 
may be trying to find a way to 
reduce state control of society 
without losing control, much 
like the Chinese communist 
party in the 1980s. 

But the Obama administration 
could find it difficult politically 
to broaden ties with Cuba. The 


White House is still appealing 
to Cuba for the release of a 
U.S. government contractor 
who was detained last year. 
Any effort to ease the embargo 
against Cuba would be fiercely 
opposed by Republicans 
and Democrats, both on 
Capitol Hill and across the 
U.S., who warn that it would 
weaken attempts to promote 
a fundamental change in 
Havana. 

A growing number of 
lawmakers in both parties see 
Cuba as a lucrative market 
for U.S. farm exports, and 
support dropping at least some 
restrictions on trade. 

Sen. Robert Menendez, 
a Democrat, has said that 
loosening restrictions 

would reward a repressive 
government that has shown 
little interest in reform. 
“Promoting travel and 
widespread remittances will 
give the regime a much- 
needed infusion of dollars 
that will only allow the Castro 
brothers to extend their reign 
of oppression and human 
rights violations,” Menendez 
said in an Aug. 6 statement. 
Mendendez’ comments came 
in response to a mention of 
possible changes published in 
a Washington Post column.Q

The two videotapes and one 
audiotape are believed to be 
the only existing recordings 
made within the clandestine 
prison system and could offer 
a revealing glimpse into a 
four-year global odyssey 
that ranged from Pakistan to 
Romania to Guantanamo Bay. 
The tapes depict Binalshibh’s 
interrogation sessions in 
2002 at a Moroccan-run 
facility the CIA used near 
Rabat, several current and 
former U.S. officials told The 
Associated Press. They spoke 
on the condition of anonymity 
because the videos remain a 
closely guarded secret. 

When the CIA destroyed its 
cache of 92 videos of two 
other al-Qaida operatives, 
Abu Zubaydah and Abd al- 
Nashiri, being waterboarded 
in 2005, officials believed 
they had wiped away all of 
the agency’s interrogation 
footage. But in 2007, a staff 


member discovered a box 
tucked under a desk in the 
CIA’s Counterterrorism Center 
and pulled out the Binalshibh 
tapes. 

If the tapes surfaced at 
Binalshibh’s trial, they could 
highlight Morocco’s role in 
a counterterrorism program 
known as Greystone, which 
authorized the CIA to hold 
terrorists in secret prisons 
and shuttle them to other 
countries. 

More significantly to the 
38-year-old terror suspect’s 
defense, the tapes also 
could provide evidence of 
Binalshibh’s mental state 
within the first months of his 
capture. 

In court documents, defense 
lawyers have been asking for 
medical records to see whether 
his years in CIA custody made 
him mentally unstable. He is 
being treated for schizophrenia 
with a potent cocktail of anti¬ 
psychotic medications. 
Withmilitarytrialcommissions 


on hold while the Obama 
administration figures out 
what to do with a number of 
terror suspects, Binalshibh 
has never had a hearing on 
whether he is mentally fit to 
stand trial. 

“If those tapes exist, they 
would be extremely relevant,” 
said Thomas A. Durkin, 
Binalshibh’s civilian lawyer. 

A Justice Department 
prosecutor who is already 
investigating whether 

destroying the Zubaydah and 
al-Nashiri tapes was illegal 
is now also looking into why 
the Binalshibh tapes were not 
disclosed. 

The CIA first publicly hinted 
at the existence of the tapes 
in 2007 in a letter to U.S. 
District Judge Leonie M. 
Brinkema in Virginia. The 
government twice denied 
having such tapes, recanting 
once they were discovered. 
But the government blacked 
out Binalshibh’s name from a

public copy of the letter. 

At the time, the CIA played 
down the significance of the 
videos, saying they were not 
taken as part of the agency’s 
detention program and did not 
show CIA interrogations. 

But that case can be made only 
because of the unusual nature 
of the Moroccan prison, which 
was largely financed by the

The 
CIA could move detainees 
in and out, and oversee the 
interrogations, but officially 
Morocco had control.

McKINNEY, Texas (AP) 
— A man drove a pickup 
truck loaded with ammunition 
into a suburban Dallas police 
station’s parking lot on 
Tuesday, set the truck on fire 
and exchanged gunfire with 
police before he was found 
dead at the scene, officials 
said. 

Deputy Police Chief Scott 
Brewer said the man was 
shouting as the truck 
became engulfed in flames 
and the ammunition inside 
began exploding. The still- 
unidentified gunman then 
began shooting toward the 
police station and there was a 
“brief exchange of gunfire,” 
he said. 

The gunman was the only 
casualty, and Brewer said it 
wasn’t immediately clear how 
he died.

ORANGEBURG, South 
Carolina (AP) — Investigators 
didn’t buy it when a woman 
said her two young sons 
drowned after her car plunged 
into a river. She ultimately 
confessed to killing the 
toddlers, they say — not by 
dumping them in the water 
but by suffocating them earlier 
with her own hands. 

Broke, jobless and berated by 
her mother for her failings, 
Shaquan Duley killed the 
boys, ages 2 years and 18 
months, then strapped their 
bodies into their car seats 
before rolling the vehicle into 
the North Edisto River in a 
desperate cover-up attempt, 
authorities said Tuesday. 

“She truly felt, Tf I don’t have 
these toddlers, I can be free,”’ 
Orangeburg County Sheriff 
Larry Williams said at a news 
conference. 

“I think she was fed up 
with her mother telling her 
she couldn’t take care of the 
children, or she wasn’t taking 
care of the children, and just 
wanted to be free.” 


have a motive for the attack 
and didn’t know whether the 
man planned the attack alone, 
he said. 

“We believe there is just 
one shooter at this point in 
time,” Brewer told reporters 
at McKinney City Hall. The 
police station sits amid a large 
cornfield near Collin College 
in the Dallas suburb of roughly 
127,000 people. 

Matt Payne told The 
Associated Press he was on his 
way to work his wife and 10- 
year-old son when they heard 
“this popping sound” while 
they waited at a red light near 
the police station. They drove 
in front of the station and saw 
the truck engulfed in flames 
before looking across the 
street and seeing a man in an 
open field in an olive-colored 
flak jacket and carrying what 
looked like a military-style 
rifle. 

A campus police vehicle drove 


Coroner Samuetta Marshall 
said Tuesday the older boy 
had bruises that suggested he 
had been in a struggle. 
Monday’s tragic scene of a 
car being pulled out of the 
water with children’s bodies 
inside was eerily reminiscent 
of the 1994 case of another

“He came one inch from being 
killed possibly,” Leathers 
said. “The bullet went straight 
for his back and lodged in that 
plate.”

Soldiers collected bits of flesh 
and stray hands and legs as 
frantic Iraqis showed up to 
search for relatives. 

The early morning bombing 
in central Baghdad starkly 
displayed Iraqi forces’ failure 
to plug even the most obvious 
holes in their security two 
weeks before the formal end 
of the U.S. combat role in 
Iraq. 

Army and police recruitment 
centers have been frequent 
targets for militants, 
underscoring the determination 
of the applicants to risk their 


lives for work in a country 
with an unemployment rate 
estimated as high as 30 
percent. 

“I have to get this job at 
any cost in order to feed my 
family,” said Ali Ahmed, 34, a 
father of two who returned to 
the bloody street after taking a 
friend to the hospital. “I have 
no option but to come back to 
the line. If there were other 
job opportunities, I would not 
be here in the first place.” 

Ali Ibrahim, 21, who suffered 
minor shrapnel wounds in the 
blast, returned to the line after 
his release from the hospital. 

“I came back with my friend 
to try to get in. We are forced 
to come back for the sake of 
earning a living by securing 
the job,” said Ibrahim, who 
had been waiting since 3 a.m. 


Morocco protosters block 
trucks from Spain enclave

MADRID (AP) — Protesters 
in Morocco briefly blocked 
trucks Tuesday from 
entering a Spanish enclave 
in a simmering dispute over 
alleged police brutality by 
Spanish police against people 
entering the city. 

An Associated Press reporter 
on the Moroccan side of the 
border with the Spanish city 
of Melilla said about 100 
demonstrators staged the 
blockade, denying entry to 
trucks carrying construction 
materials. 

The protest ended after about 
an hour, and trucks were 
allowed to move. 

Activist Hassan Lemriji 
said Tuesday’s action was a 
warning and that the blockade 
would resume Wednesday 
morning. Morning traffic 
usually involves trucks 
transporting fresh fruit, 
vegetables and fish. 

Melilla is a city of about 
70,000 people on Morocco’s 


horthern coast and is claimed 
by Morocco. 

Tuesday’s demonstration 
was the second in less than a 
week. 

The protest stemmed from 


a string of incidents starting 
in July in which Morocco 
says Spanish border police 
beat up Moroccans entering 
Melilla. Spain denies any 
wrongdoingQ 


Yasir Ali, a 29-year-old recruit, 
washed blood off his body at a 
nearby police station and then 
went back to the line outside 
the Iraqi army’s 11th Division 
headquarters and recruiting 
center. 

The men waited in vain. The 
recruitment center was shut 
down after the attack, and 
the military said it would 
not reopen. Even so, some 
applicants remained there 
until mid-afternoon. 

On the last of a nine-day 
recruitmentdrive,Iraqiofficials 
provided only scant security 
for the estimated 1,000 men 
hoping to get hired, hundreds 
of whom had stayed outside 
the headquarters overnight for 
a first shot at handing in their 
job applications. 

The recruits were from three 
poor Shiite neighborhoods in 
Baghdad and the impoverished 
Babil and Muthanna provinces 
in Iraq’s Shiite-dominated 
south. 

The suicide bomber sat 
patiently with them through 
dawn before launching his 
attack, Ali said. 

Ali said he watched the 
bomber, whom he described 
as a young man, walk up to an 
Iraqi army officer and detonate 


the nail-packed explosives 
strapped to his legs about 7:30 
a.m. 

“Severed hands and legs were 
falling over me,” Ali said. “I 
was soaked with blood from 
the body parts and wounded 
and dead people falling over 
and beside me.” 

The body of the suicide 
bomber was found with his 
legs blown off, said Iraqi 
military spokesman Maj. Gen. 
Qassim al-Moussawi. 

Two police officials put the 
death toll at 61 with 125 
others wounded. Officials 
at four Baghdad hospitals 
confirmed the body count. 
All spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to talk to the 
media. 

Al-Moussawi said there were 
39 killed and 57 wounded. 
Varying casualty counts are 
common in the confusion after 
attacks. 

Elsewhere in Baghdad, a 
bomb attached to a fuel 
truck detonated in the mostly 
Shiite neighborhood of Ur 
on Tuesday night, killing 10 
people, wounding 46 and 
causing a nearby gas station to 
catch fire, according to police 
and hospital officials.□

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Lebanon grants Palestinian refugees right to work

BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanon’s 
Parliament passed a law 
Tuesday allowing the 
country’s Palestinian refugees 
the right to work in the same 
professions as other foreigners, 
lifting a ban that has relegated 
the refugees to only the most 
menial jobs. 

The bill was the most serious 
effort yet by Lebanon to 
transform its policies toward 
the 400,000 refugees, although 
Palestinian leaders in Lebanon 
and human rights workers 
say it is only a first step with 
significant stumbling blocks. 
The Palestinians living in 
Lebanon are isolated in their 
camps to a higher degree than 
in any other Arab country. 
Some 4.7 million Palestinian 
refugees — who fled or were 
driven from their homes 
during the 1948 and 1967 
Israeli-Arab wars — and their 
descendants are scattered 
across the Middle East. 


They live mostly in the West 
Bank, Gaza, Lebanon, Jordan 
and Syria, according to U.N. 
figures. 

Their fate is one of the most 
emotionally charged issues 
in the Israeli-Palestinian 
peace process. Palestinian 
negotiators have demanded 
at least partial repatriation, 
but Israel has refused, saying 
an influx of refugees would 
dilute its Jewish majority and 
threaten the existence of the 
state. 

Unlike in neighboring Arab 
countries Syria and Jordan, 
where Palestinians enjoy more 
rights, the refugees in Lebanon 
live mostly on U.N. agencies’ 
handouts and payments from 
the rival Palestinian factions. 
Those who do work are 
generally either employed by 
the U.N. agency UNRWA or 
as laborers at menial jobs such 
as construction. 

On Tuesday, Parliament 
lifted restrictions that kept 
Palestinians almost entirely 


out of the formal labor market, 
although even with the 
vote they are still subject to 
Lebanese labor law like other 
foreigners. 

But the laws governing 
foreign workers in Lebanon 
pose a unique problem 
for Palestinians, who are 
stateless. 

Lebanese law restricts some 
professions only to Lebanese, 
while other professions — 
such as law, medicine and 
engineering — require the 
employees to be members 
in a relevant syndicate. But 
most syndicates say foreign 
membership depends on 
reciprocity in their home 
country, which effectively 
bars Palestinians. 

“If you’re a Palestinian bom 
and raised in Lebanon and 
your dream is to become a 
doctor, you’re out of luck,” 
said Nadim Houry, the Beimt 
director at Human Rights 
Watch. 

Houry said Tuesday’s vote

was a welcome step, but more 
needs to be done. 

Beyond the legal restrictions 
on them, Palestinians also face 
deep prejudice from many 
Lebanese. 

The bitterness dates back to 
1970, when the late Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat moved his 
base here after being expelled 


from Jordan in a bloody 
crackdown because his forces 
tried to form a government to 
rival Jordan’s. 

Many Lebanese have not 
forgiven Arafat’s fighters for 
attacking Israel repeatedly 
from southern Lebanon, 
giving Israel a pretext to attack 
villages and twice invade.□

Palestinian who attacked Turkish Embassy captured

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — A 
Palestinian who broke into 
the Turkish Embassy in Israel 
trying to take hostages and 
demanding asylum was turned 
over to Israeli authorities 
late Tuesday, ending a tense 
standoff. 

Seven hours after he forced 
his way into the embassy, the 
attacker was escorted out of 
the embassy and bundled into 
an Israeli ambulance. Wearing 
a light blue shirt and limping 
slightly from an apparent 
gunshot wound, he raised 
his arms briefly and shouted 
before Israeli police and 
paramedics subdued him. 

An hour earlier, the Turkish 
government said it had the 
situation in hand.

“Our embassy guards 

neutralized the individual as he 
tried to take the vice consul as 
hostage after shouting around 
for asylum,” the Turkish 
statement said, adding he was 
armed with a knife, a gasoline 
can and a gun that turned out 
to be a toy. 

Israeli Foreign Ministry 

spokesman Yigal Palmor 
identified the attacker as 
Nadim Injaz, a Palestinian 
from the West Bank town of 
Ramallah. Israeli police said 
Injaz was recently released 
from prison after serving time 
for an attack on the British 
Embassy four years ago, also 
to seek asylum. 

Channel 2 TV played a 
recording of a phone call it 
said came from the attacker. 

“I have two hostages,” he said 
in Hebrew. “I will blow up the 


embassy.... If they don’t let me 
leave this country now I will 
burn down the whole building. 
I will burn everything. I will 
burn the cars, the doors I will 
break down the doors. I will 
break everything.” 

A lawyer who said he spoke 
to Injaz by phone told Israel 
Radio that the hostages, the 
consul and his wife, had 
escaped. Injaz said he admired 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan. 

“I love him and I respect 
him,” he said. The Turkish 
leader “should give me 
political asylum against these 
murderers the Zionists, the 
murdering Jews,” he added, 
linking the incident indirectly 
to recent tensions between

Briton will fight U.S. 
extradition over Iran sale

LONDON (AP) —American authorities accuse him of plotting to 
sell missile components to Iran in a deal exposed in an undercover 
sting — but British retiree Christopher Tappin insisted Tuesday 
he is the innocent victim of entrapment by U.S. customs agents. 
Tappin, a smartly dressed 63-year-old, faces three charges in the 
United States over an alleged plan to sell specialized batteries for 
Hawk missiles to Tehran. 

He says he will fight extradition, in the latest case to expose 
tensions in arrangements for transferring criminal suspects 
between Britain and the United States. 

Two men alleged to have been Tappin’s accomplices already have 
been jailed in the U.S. over the plot, which customs officials say 
took place between December 2005 and January 2007. 
Authorities claim Tappin used the alias “Ian Pullen” in contacts 
with undercover U.S. agents, who used a fake company to strike 
a $25,000 deal with the Briton for him to buy five specialized 
batteries. 

According to an indictment filed at the Texas Western District 
Court in February 2007, Tappin spoke with the customs agent 
at least five times in 2006 to arrange the deal. He then wired a 
$25,000 payment into the fake company’s bank account to pay 
for the batteries, and sent a $5,000 check to one of the undercover 
agents through an intermediary. 

The U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement agency alleges 
Tappin was then involved in arrangements to smuggle the 
equipment to Iran through Britain or the Netherlands. 

Tappin told reporters at a news conference in London he had 
been duped by the customs agents, had no contacts with Iran and 
had stood to make only $500 from his role in the deal. 

“I deny these allegations,” Tappin said, visibly distressed as he 
offered his account. 

“I was the victim of the unlawful conduct of U.S. agents who 
pretended to belong to a false company, known as Mercury Global 
Enterprises. It exists solely to ensnare unsuspecting importers.” 
The retired shipping company director said he would fight 
attempts to extradite him to Texas, but would be prepared to 
answer the charges in a British court. Tappin said the allegations 
had left his family “nervous and unsure” about the future. “We 
just want to resolve this situation as soon as possible,” he said. 
Ben Seifert, a spokesman for Tappin’s lawyer, Karen Todner, 
said their client was “of unblemished good character and has 
won industry awards for his achievements as a businessman.”Q 
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Vietnam, U.S. hold first ever defense talks 


HANOI, Vietnam (AP) — 
Former foes Vietnam and the 
United States held their first 
ever defense talks on Tuesday, 
which a senior U.S. official 
called extremely productive 
and successful. 

“I was struck by the open 
and frank discussions that we 
were able to have even though 
this is the first time that this 
dialogue was held,” Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 


Robert Scher told a joint news 
conference with Vietnamese 
Vice Defense Minister Nguyen 
Chi Vinh. 

The talks came as the two 
countries celebrate the 
15th anniversary of their 
normalization of relations after 
being enemies in the Vietnam 
War. Last week, an American 
warship, the USS John S. 
McCain, docked in Vietnam 
and the two navies conducted 


training exercises — a sign of 
growing military ties. 

“This dialogue ... represents 
the next significant, historic 
step in our increasingly 
robust defense relationship 
which is based on mutual 
trust, understanding and 
respect for independence and 
sovereignty,” Scher said. 

He said the two sides talked 
about how they could better 
cooperate in humanitarian

LOS ANGELES - Celebrity 
plastic surgeon Dr. Frank 
Ryan, who made headlines for 
performing multiple surgeries 
on reality TV star Heidi 
Montag earlier this year, has 
died. He was 50 years old. 

The California Highway 
Patrol says Ryan’s 1995 Jeep 
Wrangler went off the side of 
Pacific Coast Highway near 
Malibu and landed on its roof 
Monday afternoon. 

Besides Montag, Ryan’s 
celebrity clientele included 
musician Vince Neil, actor 
Lorenzo Lamas, reality stars 
Lisa Gastineau and Adrianne 
Curry and several models and 
beauty queens. 

Montag, who underwent 10 
procedures in one day with 
Ryan, took to Twitter to share 
her reaction to his death. 

“I am devastated,” the 23- 
year-old wrote on the micro¬ 


blogging site Tuesday. “He 
was the most amazing person 
I have ever known. He was 
an angel and changed my life 
and the lives of everyone he 
met. He was the most brilliant 
talented surgeon who will ever 
exist. Dr. Frank Ryan changed 
the world.” 

The Ventura County medical 
examiner’s office said an 
autopsy would be performed 
Tuesday. He said no cause of 
death has been established. 
Ryan’s friend and client, 
model and reality star Janice 
Dickinson, was “deeply, 
deeply anguished” after 
hearing of the doctor’s death, 
her publicist said. 

“She is stunned and wants the 
world to know what a genius 
Dr. Ryan was,” publicist Brad 
Taylor said Tuesday. “Her love 
goes out to his mother and the 
rest of the family.” 

Curry said in a statement 
Tuesday that she and Ryan 


shared “in-depth conversations 
about him wanting to start a 
family of his own, now that he 
had a very successful career.” 
Ryan operated on her twice, 
she said, adding, “I considered 
him a friend.” 

According to his website, Ryan 
graduated from the University 
of Michigan in 1982 and from 
the Ohio State University 
College of Medicine four 
years later. 

Ryan opened his private 
practice in 1994, the same year 
he established his namesake 
charitable foundation that 
provides free removal of 
gang-related tattoos and hosts 
day and overnight camps for 
children at Malibu’s Bony 
Pony Ranch. 

Ryan is survived by his 
mother, Mary Kate Ryan, and 
by many cousins, aunts and 
uncles, according to estate 
representative Melanie Sims 
Frank.

Factories aid bumpy recovery, 
housing still weak

WASHINGTON - New government data offered a mixed picture 
of the economic recovery Tuesday, as U.S. manufacturing 
activity grew in July at the fastest pace in nearly a year while 
the outlook for the housing market remained dim. 

Auto plants stayed open when they normally close for summer 
renovations and businesses replaced worn-out equipment. That 
helped boost factory output 1.1 percent — the biggest increase 
since August 2009. 

Overall output at the nation’s factories, mines and utilities rose 
1.0 percent last month, the Federal Reserve reported. That 
followed a decline of 0.1 percent in June, the first drop in more 
than a year. 

Construction of new homes and apartments rose 1.7 percent 
last month, the Commerce Department said. But the gains were 
driven by a 32.6 percent surge in apartment and condominium 
construction, a small fraction of the market. 

Single-family home construction, which represented nearly 
80 percent of the market, fell 4.2 percent. And requests for 
building permits, considered a good sign of future activity, slid 
3.1 percent. 

Separately, the Labor Department said wholesale prices rose last 
month on higher costs of food, cars and light trucks. Excluding 
volatile food and energy costs, so-called “core” producer prices 
rose 0.3 percent in July, the ninth straight increase. Core prices 
have risen 1.5 percent in the past year, a sign that inflation 
remains tame. 

The recovery has weakened in recent months. Consumers are 
spending less and saving more. Businesses are hiring fewer 
workers. The unemployment rate for July was 9.5 percent and 
economists expect that to stay at that level for the rest of the 
year. 

Investors appeared to be pleased with the latest economic data. 
All major stock indexes rose and the Dow Jones Industrial 
average jumped more than 170 points in afternoon trading. 
Manufacturing has been the strongest sector since the recession 
ended, growing in 11 of the past 12 months. □

NEW YORK - Investors 
regained some enthusiasm for 
stocks Tuesday, sending prices 
sharply higher after reports 
showed a slight improvement 
in the housing market and a big 
jump in industrial production. 
Investors were also 
encouraged by earnings from 
Home Depot Inc. and Wal- 
Mart Stores Inc. that were 
better than expected. The 
Dow Jones industrial average 
rose 103 points. All the major 
stock indexes were up more 
than 1 percent. Interest rates 
rose as investors moved out 
of the bond market and back 
into stocks. 

It’s too early to say whether 
stocks have recovered from 
a recent slump that sent the 
Dow falling almost 400 points 
over four days or whether 
Tuesday’s advance was an 
upward blip. Many traders are 
on vacation or avoiding any 
stock moves because of the 
uncertainty of the economy. 
That means low trading 
volume and price moves that 
can easily be exaggerated. 
The Dow rose almost 180 
points before falling back to 
its closing level. 

But Tuesday’s reorts provided 
a slice of optimism and some 
reassurance that the economy 
continues to expand, although 
at a slower pace than early 
this year. 

“The data and earnings should 
ease people’s concerns about 
a double-dip” recession, 
said Peter Bible, a partner 
at Eisner Amper. “We’re 
anemic; we’re slow; we’re 
crawling, but we’re not going 
backward.” 

The Commerce Department 
said construction of new 
homes and apartments rose 
1.7 percent in July, but 
applications for building 
permits fell by a higher 
than expected 3.1 percent. 
Building permit applications 
are considered a good gauge 


of future activity. 

Home sales have struggled 
to regain momentum after a 
home buyer tax credit expired 
at the end of April. So signs of 
stabilization in the market are 
considered somewhat positive 
after the sharp declines that 
followed after the expiration 
of the tax credit. 

And industrial production 
jumped 1 percent in July, 
double the 0.5 percent growth 
forecast by economists. Rising 
output at the nation’s factories, 
mines and utilities comes after 
multiple manufacturing reports 
had shown a pronounced 
slowdown over the past couple 
of months. 

“That is fairly robust,” 
Jeff Bagley, vice president 
and portfolio manager at 
Haverford Investments, said 
of the industrial production 
report. It’s “another point of 
relief for investors.” 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 103.84, or 1 


percent, to 10,405.85. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose 13.16, or 1.2 percent, to 
1,092.54, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 27.57, 
or 1.3 percent, to 2,209.44. 
About four stocks rose for one 
that fell on the New York Stock 
Exchange where volume came 
to a light 4.05 billion shares, 
up from 3.15 billion Monday. 
Investors also had some good 
news from the latest inflation 
reading. Prices at the wholesale 
level rose 0.2 percent last 
month, the Labor Department 
said, easing worries about 
deflation, a drop in prices 
that is a symptom of a sick 
economy. This was the first 
increase in producer prices 
since March and matched 
expectations of economists 
polled by Thomson Reuters. 
Excluding volatile food and 
energy costs, the index rose 0.3 
percent in July, more than the 
0.1 percent growth predicted

NEW YORK (AP) — Just like last year, the Washington 
Nationals and agent Scott Boras agreed to a contract for 
baseball’s top draft pick with just a few seconds to spare. 

Bryce Harper and the Washington Nationals settled on a $9.9 
million, five-year contract just before Monday’s midnight 
deadline, one of 14 first-round selections to sign on the final 
day. 

Three first-round picks failed to sign, and the teams that chose 
them will get extra selections as compensation in the first round 
of next year’s draft. 

Harper, a 17-year-old power-hitting catcher from College of 
Southern Nevada, was the first JUCO player taken with the top 
overall pick. 

He gets a $6.25 million signing bonus in five equal payments 
of $1.25 million: 30 days after approval and each July 1 from 

Cincinnati Masters 


2011 through 2014. 

Harper receives salaries of $500,000 each in 2011 and 2012, 
$750,000 in 2013, $900,000 in 2014 and $1 million in 2015. He 
can earn $500,000 more a year in bonuses for time on the active 
major league roster in each of the final two seasons. 

“Suffice it to say, both sides gave up ground at the last second 
to get the deal done,” Nationals general manager Mike Rizzo 
said. 

Harper’s deal is a record for a non-pitcher signed out of the 
draft who had not become a free agent. 

Current New York Yankees first baseman Mark Teixeira set the 
previous record for a major league deal for a position player, 
getting a $9.5 million, four-year deal from the Texas Rangers in 
2001 in another Boras deal. 

“Essentially, it was discussion of a lot of variables because of 
the power of the player, the age of the player, what position 
players have been historically paid in the draft,” Boras said in a 
telephone interview. 

“With a player of this level of skill and talent,” he added, “there’s 
not really any comparables.” 

Harper hit .443 with 31 homers and 98 RBIs in his first season 
at the College of Southern Nevada, which plays in a league that 
uses wood bats. He skipped his final two years of high school 
and became eligible for the 2010 amateur draft. 

Two first-round picks received $3.2 million, four-year contracts: 
catcher Yasmani Grandal with Cincinnati and third baseman 
Zack Cox with St. Louis. Other first-round picks got minor 
league deals. 

Right-hander Jameson Taillon, the No. 2 pick, got a $6.5 million 
bonus from Pittsburgh. Shortstop Manny Machado, the No. 3 
selection, received a $5.25 million bonus from Baltimore. 
Left-hander Drew Pomeranz, the No. 5 pick, agreed with 
Cleveland at $2.65 million. The Mets agreed with right-hander 
Matt Harvey, the No. 7 selection, at $2,525,000. 

Outfielder Gary Brown, picked 24th, agreed with San Francisco 
at $1.45 million. Machado, Harvey and Brown also were 
represented by Boras. Last year, Boras and the Nationals 
agreed to a $15.1 million, four-year deal for top pick Stephen

Favre is back in Minnesota 


EDEN PRAIRIE (AP) — Brett Favre is back in 
Minnesota, stirring hope among Vikings fans 
that he may be ready to play this season. 

A private jet trimmed in the Vikings’ purple 
and gold carrying the 40-year-old quarterback 
landed at an airport outside Minneapolis on 
Tuesday afternoon. Favre was then whisked to 
Viking headquarters, and disappeared into the 
building. 

Favre’s website posted a message earlier 
saying “stay tuned for breaking news from 
the Minnesota Vikings today on Brett Favre’s 
possible return.” There’s still no official word 
from the team. 

Favre will turn 41 in October and has flirted 
with retirement for years while playing for the 
Green Bay Packers, the New York Jets and now 
the Vikings. He threw 33 touchdowns and seven 
interceptions last season to help Minnesota 
reach the NFC title game. 

The three-time MVP has been thinking about 
retirement again this year after injuring his 
ankle in the NFC championship loss to New 
Orleans in January. He had surgery on his left 
ankle in June, and told teammates and some 


team officials earlier in August that it wasn’t 
sufficiently healed enough for him to return for 
a 20th NFF season. 

Yet no one in the organization has fully bought 
into that — partly because they went through a 
similar ordeal in 2009. 

Fast year, Favre told the team on the eve of 
training camp that he was going to stay retired 
only to return the Tuesday after their first 
preseason game. 

Favre visited Dr. James Andrews in Florida 
last week to get a checkup on his ankle and 
the Vikings reportedly sent three of his closest 
friends on the team to Mississippi to woo him 
one final time. 

Favre proved last year that he didn’t need all 
that extra sweating in training camp, delivering 
one of his finest seasons to lead the Vikings to 
the brink of the Super Bowl. 

He took a beating at the Superdome, yet still 
threw for 310 yards and a touchdown. But he 
also threw two interceptions, the last one in 
Saints territory at the end of regulation that cost 
the team a chance a game-winning field goal

The frenzied commentary 
echoes through baseball lore. 
“The Giants win the pennant! 
The Giants win the pennant!” 
The drive into the left-field 
stands at the Polo Grounds 
and broadcaster Russ Hodges’ 
ecstatic declaration — four 
times shouting “the Giants 
win the pennant!” — remain 
one of the signature moments 
in major league history. 

“I never thought it was going to 
be that big. Hell, no,” Branca 
told The Associated Press 
from his home in suburban 
New York. “When we went 
into the next season, I thought 
it’d be forgotten.” 

“I’ll miss him,” Branca said. 
“I mellowed over the years 
and we became good friends. 
I enjoyed being around him.” 
A three-time All-Star as 
an infielder and outfielder, 


Thomson hit .270 with 264 
career home runs and 1,026 
RBIs from 1946-60 with 
several teams. He led the 
league in a hitting category 
only once, and that was for 
triples. 

But the fly ball that flew over 
the wall vaulted “The Flying 
Scot” to a place of almost 
mythic status. There have 
been plenty of historic home 
runs over the years — Bill 
Mazeroski, Kirk Gibson, 
Carlton Fisk and Joe Carter, to 
name a few — but Thomson’s 
shot stands as the giant among 
them all. 

The tall, lanky and self- 
effacing Thomson, however, 
was stunned that in a lineup 
that included future Hall 
of Famers Willie Mays and 
Monte Irvin, he would hit the 
pennant-winning homer. He 
called himself “the accidental 
hero.” 

Thomson never quite 
understood all the fuss the 
homer created. On its 40th 
anniversary in 1991, he said, 
“I can’t believe we’re still 
talking about it.” 

“Bobby Thomson will always 
hold a special place in our game 
for hitting one of the signature 
home runs in baseball history. 

6 The Shot Heard 'Round the 
World’ will always remain 
a defining moment for our 
game, illustrating the timeless 
quality of the national 
pastime,” commissioner Bud 
Selig said. 

The home run decided one of 
the most memorable pennant 
races, and later led to one of 
its most-debated questions: 
Did he know Branca was 


going to throw the high-and- 
inside fastball that Thomson 
hit out of the park?q 
More than a half-century 
later, it was revealed the 
Giants during the season had 
used a buzzer-and-telescope 
system to steal signals from 
opposing catchers. Helped 
by the inside information, the 
Giants overcame a 13!4-game 
deficit to the Dodgers, won 
37 of their final 44 games and 
forced a playoff. 

Thomson always insisted he 
did not know what pitch was 
coming when he connected. 
Branca was never quite so 
sure. 

For years, Thomson and 
Branca appeared together 
at functions of all kinds, 
a modern-day Abbott & 
Costello act, their retelling 
of the moment filled with 
fine-tuned comic touches and 
playful jabs. 

Often, Branca would prompt 
Thomson to claim more of the 
credit. 

Only one thing was missing 
from their act: the home run 
ball itself. The prize remains 
an elusive souvenir, with 
several people claiming to 
have it but no one able to 
prove. 

“We did award shows, 
dinners, autograph shows, 
golf outings, maybe five or 
six a year,” Branca said. 
Thomson moved south about 
five years ago to be closer to 
one of his daughters. Branca 
said he hadn’t seen him for a 
couple of years. 

Fong after the Giants and 
Dodgers left town and moved 
west, Thomson remained a 
recognized figure on New 
York streets. Taxi drivers, 
office workers and pedestrians 
of a certain age would stop 
him or call out his name — the 
old Giants fans cheered, the 
Dodgers crowd, not so much. 
Thomson hit a career-high 32 
home runs in 1951, and his 
shot on Oct. 3 sent the Giants 
into the World Series the next 
day.

The A’s were held hitless late 
for the second straight day. 
Minnesota’s Kevin Slowey 
didn’t allow a hit through 
seven innings Sunday before 
being pulled. Oakland got its 
first hit with one out in the 
eighth against Jon Rauch. 
Marcum (11-6) missed most 
of last season after undergoing 
surgery on Sept. 30, 2008. He 
faced only two batters over 
the minimum before Jackson’s 
home run, then finished for his 
first career complete game. 
Rays 6, Rangers 4 
At St. Petersburg, Carlos Pena 
hit a tiebreaking single during 
a four-run eighth inning as 
Tampa Bay rallied to beat 
Texas and move into a share 
of first-place with the Yankees 
in the AL East. 

Lee outlasted David Price in 
a marquee matchup of All- 
Star aces and was given a late 
lead when Texas scored twice 
in the top of the eighth to go 
up 4-2. But Carl Crawford hit 
a run-scoring grounder and 


Evan Longoria tied it with a 
single before Pena, just off the 
disabled list, made it 5-4. 

Ben Zobrist added an RBI 
single that chased Lee (10-6). 
The left-hander allowed six 
runs, nine hits and one walk 
while striking out 10 over 7 2- 
3 innings. He has lost all three 
of his starts against Tampa 
Bay this season. 

Price got a no-decision in 
his bid to become the AL’s 
first 16-game winner, giving 
up two runs and five hits in 
six-plus innings. The hard- 
throwing lefty struck out eight 
and walked five. 

Lance Cormier (4-3) got the 
final out in the eighth before 
Rafael Soriano pitched the 
ninth for his 34th save. 

Tigers 3, Yankees 1 
At New York, Detroit’s Max 
Scherzer pitched two-hit ball 
for six shutout innings and 
shaky closer Jose Valverde got 
Derek Jeter to ground into a 
game-ending double play with 
the bases loaded. 

The Tigers took a 3-0 lead 
into the ninth. The Yankees 
were close to being shut out in 
consecutive games for the first 
time since 1999. 

Valverde held on for his 23rd 
consecutive save. 

The highest-scoring team in 
the majors managed only six 
hits overall against Scherzer 


(8-9) and three relievers. 

Not since May 1999, when 
the Anaheim Angels stopped 
them, have the Yankees 
been blanked in consecutive 
games. 

Ryan Rabum hit a two-run 
homer in the second off Javier 
Vazquez (9-9). Miguel Cabrera 
hit his 28th home run in the 
ninth off Joba Chamberlain.

Sex Cancer 


Many people might not equate 
cancer and sex together. We 
know that sex, through the 
transmission of the HIV virus 
can be life threatening, but 
there are more problems. 
Cancer is a medical condition 
where a malignant tumor or 
growth caused when cells 
multiply uncontrollably, 
destroys healthy tissue. There 
are different forms of cancers 
that take place in different 
parts of your body. 

My mother Nora’s sister 
died twenty-five years ago of 
cervical cancer. Aunt Lila’s 
death angered me at the time 
because Lila was involved in 
propagating regular pelvic 
examinations that could detect 
early stages of cancer in the 
cervix for the Public Health 
Department in Venezuela. 
Unlike most cancers, cervical 
cancer can be prevented and 
if caught early enough can be 
successfully treated. 

A test developed more than 
60 years ago by Dr. George 
Papanicolaou; the Pap smear is 
now a standard gynecological 
screening test during a pelvic 
exam. A Pap smear is a 
test that will collect cells 
from the cervix, the lower, 
end of the uterus. Laboratory 
analysis of the sample is used 
to look for abnormalities that 
might suggest the presence of 
cervical cancer or infection 
and inflammation. The 
American Cancer Society 
recommends that women have 
their first Pap smear three 
years after first having sexual 
relations, or at age 21 if they 
have not been sexually active. 
Professionally, I suggest these 
tests begin earlier since most 
young women are sexually 
active by age sixteen. 

The cause of almost all cases 


of cervical cancer is a virus 
that is sexually transmitted. 
Unfortunately, the Pap test may 
not find abnormal cells until 
cancer already has developed. 
Luckily there is a test you can 
have along with your Pap smear 
to detect the virus that causes 
those abnormal cells called 
the human Papillomavirus test 
(HPV test). 

HPV virus has become 
an epidemic. In healthy 
individuals the body’s immune 
system fights the HPV virus 
before it causes problems. 
When infected with the HPV 
virus, changes take place 
in the body’s cells that may 
develop into cervical cancer 
if not detected and treated 
early. Human papilloma virus 
is the cause of 99.7 percent of 
all cases of cervical cancer. 
Worse, cancer that develops 
from HPV is not limited to 
the cervix and if the virus 
infiltrates the lymph gland 
system, the cancer-producing 
virus can travel to any part 
of the body. Predictably, a 
woman infected with HPV will 
contract cancer in her lifetime 
and will probably eventually 
die from cancer. 

HPV infection is spread by 
direct skin-to-skin contact with 
infected body fluids during 
vaginal, oral, or anal sex. After 
exposure, warts may begin to 
appear within several weeks; or 
they may take months or even 
years to appear; or they never 
appear at all. HPV infected 
men or women who do not 
appear to have symptoms are 
as contagious as persons who 
have visible warts. However, 
not everyone who has been 


exposed to the virus will be 
infected. 

Cancer has countless 
secondary causes, but the 
basic cause, not enough 
oxygen in your cells. The 
HPV virus converts cells from 
using oxygen to an anaerobic, 
no oxygen metabolism. 
Viruses are anaerobic - they 
cannot exist in a healthy 
elevated oxygen environment, 
Influenza, Herpes, Warts, 
Measles, Canker (Cold) Sores 
and HPV are all anaerobic. 
They exist and grow with little 
or no oxygen present. Increase 
cellular oxygen levels and 
these anaerobic diseases cannot 
replicate and cannot exist. 
Lack of oxygen in the tissues, 
because of constant or chronic 
inflammation is the basic cause 
for all degenerative disease. 
Lack of oxygen in the tissues 
is a result of a body that is too 
acidic and is under continuous 
stress. The wrong foods for 
your metabolic type, modem 
over-processed convenience 
foods, pesticides, toxic heavy 
metals, and lack of mineral 
water can all affect your 
immune system by making 
your body more acidic. At 
Viana Natural Healing Center 
we evaluate health risks and 
recommend a personal health 
program to lessen inflammation 
and strengthen the immune 
system. This is important 
for preventative health, but 
instmmental in supporting the 
body under any type of stress. 
Although there has been a lot 
of press coverage about HPV 
vaccine, this is not the answer. 
The vaccine, which has been 
responsible for several deaths 
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worldwide, hopes to protect 
young women from four 
different types of HPV vims. 
So far medical researchers 
have identified eighteen 
different HPV types. This is 
false security. 

Once sexually active, 
a regular pelvic examination 
with a Pap smear to screen 
for HPV is key to a sexually 
active woman’s health. 
Instmmental for your vaginal 
and cervical health is to start 
and continue insisting that a 
condom be used every time 
you engage in sex. This not 
only helps protect from HPV, 
but healthier for both partners 
than all alternatives except 
total abstinence, which may be 
unrealistic for most of today’s 
youth. Conditions such as 
vaginitis and yeast infection 
usually produce symptoms, 
while cervical dysplasia 
or cancers often do not. 
Gynecological examinations 
may be used to view the cervix 
or obtain biopsy tissue and 
freezing therapy may be used 
to remove abnormal cervical 
tissue, but nothing will cure 
you from the HPV vims. 

Get The Point! The 
bad news is that too many 
women are still getting cervical 
cancer and are still dying. This, 
however, can change for the 
better if woman and men insist 
that their sexual partners use 
condoms. We need to realize 
that a woman infected with 
HPV can give another woman, 
through sexual contact the 
vims and infected men, who 
usually do not show symptoms 
can infect countless women. 
To protect our health we 
need to learn more about the 
health consequences of sexual 
contact and realize that by 
being careful it does not mean

Study: 1 in 5 US teenagers has slight hearing loss

CHICAGO - A stunning 
number of teens have lost 
a little bit of their hearing 

— nearly one in five — and 
the problem has increased 
substantially in recent years, a 
new national study has found. 
Some experts are urging 
teenagers to turn down the 
volume on their digital music 
players, suggesting loud 
music through earbuds may 
be to blame — although hard 
evidence is lacking. They 
warn that slight hearing loss 
can cause problems in school 
and set the stage for hearing 
aids in later life. 

“Our hope is we can encourage 
people to be careful,” said the 
study’s senior author Dr. Gary 
Curhan of Harvard-affiliated 
Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston. 

The researchers analyzed data 
on 12- to 19-year-olds from 
a nationwide health survey. 
They compared hearing loss 
in nearly 3,000 kids tested 
from 1988-94 to nearly 1,800 
kids tested over 2005-06. 

The prevalence of hearing 
loss increased from about 15 
percent to 19.5 percent. 

Most of the hearing loss was 
“slight,” defined as inability 
to hear at 16 to 24 decibels 

— or sounds such as a 
whisper or rustling leaves. A 
teenager with slight hearing 
loss might not be able to hear 
water dripping or his mother 
whispering “good night.” 
Extrapolating to the nation’s 
teens, that would mean about 
6.5 million with at least slight 
hearing loss. 

Those with slight hearing loss 
“will hear all of the vowel 
sounds clearly, but might 
miss some of the consonant 
sounds” such as t, k and s, 
Curhan said. 

“Although speech will be 
detectable, it might not be 
fully intelligible,” he said. 
While the researchers didn’t 


single out iPods or any other 
device for blame, they found 
a significant increase in high- 
frequency hearing loss, which 
they said may indicate that 
noise caused the problems. 
And they cited a 2010 
Australian study that linked 
use of personal listening 
devices with a 70 percent 
increased risk of hearing loss 
in children. 

“I think the evidence is out 
there that prolonged exposure 
to loud noise is likely to be 
harmful to hearing, but that 
doesn’t mean kids can’t listen 
to MP3 players,” Curhan said. 
The study is based on data 
from the National Health and 
Nutrition Examination Survey 
conducted by a branch of the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. The findings 
appear in Wednesday’s Journal 
of the American Medical 
Association. 

Loud music isn’t new, of 
course. Each new generation 
of teenagers has found a new 
technology to blast music 
— from the bulky headphones 
of the 1960s to the handheld 
Sony Walkmans of the 1980s. 
Today’s young people are 
listening longer, more than 
twice as long as previous 
generations, said Brian Fligor, 
an audiologist at Children’s 
Hospital Boston. The older 
technologies had limited 
battery life and limited music 
storage, he said. 

Apple iPod users can set their 
own volume limits. Parents 
can use the feature to set a 
maximum volume on their 
child’s iPod and lock it with a 
code. 

One of Fligor’s patients, 17- 
year-old Matthew Brady of 
Foxborough, Mass., recently 
was diagnosed with mild 
hearing loss. He has trouble 
hearing his friends in the 
school cafeteria. He ends up 
faking comprehension. 

“I laugh when they laugh,” he 
said. 


Fligor believes Brady’s 
muffled hearing was caused 
by listening to an iPod turned 
up too loud and for too long. 
After his mother had a heart 
attack, Brady’s pediatrician 
had advised him to exercise 
for his own health. So he 
cranked up the volume on his 
favorites—John Mellencamp, 
Daughtry, Bon Jovi and U2 — 
while walking on a treadmill 
at least four days a week for 
30-minute stretches. 

One day last summer, he got 
off the treadmill and found 
he couldn’t hear anything 
with his left ear. His hearing 
gradually returned, but was 
never the same. 

Some young people turn their 
digital players up to levels 
that would exceed federal 
workplace exposure limits, 
said Fligor. In Fligor’s own 
study of about 200 New York 
college students, more than 
half listened to music at 85 
decibels or louder. That’s 
about as loud as a hair dryer 
or a vacuum cleaner. 

Habitual listening at those 
levels can turn microscopic 
hair cells in the inner ear 
into scar tissue, Fligor said. 
Some people may be more 


predisposed to damage than 
others; Fligor believes Brady 
is one of them. 

These days, Brady still listens 
to his digital player, but at

lower volumes. 

“Do not blare your iPod,” he 
said. “It’s only going to hurt 
your hearing. I learned this the 
hard way.” □ 


Scientists: link between AIS, head injuries 


BOSTON - Scientists funded in part by the 
NFL say they have found evidence connecting 
head injuries in athletes to a condition that 
mimics Lou Gehrig’s disease. 

Dr. Ann McKee said she found toxic proteins 
in the spinal cords of three athletes who 
had suffered head injuries and were later 
diagnosed with Lou Gehrig’s disease, or 
ALS. Those same proteins have been found in 
the brains of athletes with chronic traumatic 
encephalopathy (CTE), a disease linked to 
head injuries that causes cognitive decline, 
abnormal behavior and dementia. 

The findings, announced Tuesday, are to 
be published in September’s issue of the 
Journal of Neuropathology and Experimental 
Neurology. 

McKee is a neurology professor at Boston 
University who has studied CTE in athletes. 
She also is director of neuropathology for the 


Department of Veterans Affairs at the Bedford 
VA Medical Center, where research has been 
conducted on the brains and spinal cords of 
12 athletes donated by family members. 
McKee noticed that an unusually high number 
of football players seemed to be affected by 
ALS. The disease attacks nerve cells in the 
brain and spinal cord, and destroys the ability 
to move and speak. 

She studied the brains and spinal cords of 
ex-Minnesota Vikings linebacker Wally 
Hilgenberg, former Southern California 
linebacker Eric Scoggins, and a boxer whose 
family asked that his name be kept private. 
She found the toxic proteins in the spines of 
all three. 

The proteins were not present in the spines 
of athletes with CTE who didn’t have Lou 
Gehrig’s disease. Nor had she seen them in 
non-athletes who died of ALS. □ 
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Mind-Controlling 
Parasites Date 
Back Millions of 
Years 

Mind control by parasite sounds 
like the stuff of science fiction, 
but not only have scientists 
revealed that it is real across 
a range of animals - including 
perhaps humans - they now 
even have fossil evidence 
suggesting it has taken place 
for millions of years. 
Anunnervingvarietyofparasites 
have evolved the ability to 
control the brains of victims to 
help the parasites spread. For 
instance, the protozoan known 
as Toxoplasma gondii makes 
rats love cat urine so that it can 
spread among its feline hosts 
- and it may influence human 
culture as well, making people 
more prone to certain forms of 
neuroticism. 

Another case of parasite mind 
control involves the fungus 
Ophiocordyceps unilateralis, 
which essentially turns ants 
into zombies. It maneuvers the 
insects into biting down on the 
major veins of the undersides 
of leaves just before they die - 
the fungus then rapidly grows a 
stalk from their victims’ heads, 
releasing spores to infect more 
ants. 

Now scientists have discovered 
what might be ancient evidence 
of such mind-control-induced 
death grips - scars on a roughly 
48-million-year-old leaf. 

“I thought it was a very, very 
long shot to find such a fossil, 
but indeed, as luck would have 
it, two paleobotanists, Conrad 
Labandeira at the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington 
and Torsten Wappler at the 
Steinmann Institute in Bonn, 
were sitting around wondering 
how that particular damage 
type might be explained,” said 
researcher David Hughes, a 
behavioral ecologist at Harvard 
University. 

The leaf fossil came from what 
once were subtropical forests 
around a lake in Germany. The 
leaf bears 29 dumbbell-shaped 
scars centered around its veins. 
These differ from the kinds of 
snips resulting when insects 
drink plant sap, and match 
telltale scars made nowadays by 
the death grips of carpenter ants 
(Camponotus leonardi) infected 
with the mind-controlling 
fungus O. unilateralis. “We are 
now realizing that half of life on 
Earth is parasitic — each free- 
living organism has at least one 
parasite,” Hughes said. Q

Looking for companionship while in Aruba 
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China getting one step closer to officially overtake Japan as the world’s second-largest economy, 
underlining its growing global clout but also highlighting the need for a profound structural 
overhaul. 


China becomes world’s second-largest 
economy but it’s far from being a leader 


It has taken China only 30 years since it embraced 
capitalism to create the second largest economy, 
beating out Japan and positioning itself to 
surpass the US over the next two decades. The 
world should take care, however, in noting this 
achievement. China has yet to display a similar 
growth as a respected, responsible partner in 
either Asian or global affairs. 

Its neighbors, from South Korea to Vietnam to 
India, have recently become anxious as China 
wields its new-found strength with reckless 
impatience, claiming territory, controlling 
markets, and expanding its Navy in provocative 
ways. It even defied much of the world in not 
condemning North Korea’s recent sinking of a 
South Korean warship. 

The response by many Asian nations has been 
a renewed embrace of the region’s longtime 
protector, the United States. 

That embrace, however, is not just because the 
US is a geopolitical power with a Navy and an 
economy that can counter China’s expansion. 
No, fundamentally it is because the US still 
displays values and leadership that far surpass 
those of China in attracting allies. 

The new regional concerns about China confront 
the US with a dilemma: How much should it 
contain China in areas that appear threatening 
while also trying to engage it as a potential 
strategic partner? 

That requires a tricky balance. Containment 
worked during the cold war to bring down the 
Soviet Union because the communist system 
collapsed under its own contradictions. US 
containment of China also helped force it to 
abandon a communist-oriented economy in 
1979, but not its authoritarian rule. 

Since the end of the cold war in 1991, the US 


has more often than not tried to engage China, 
most notably in letting it enter the World Trade 
Organization and in seeking its help on crises 
such as the nuclear ambitions of Iran and North 
Korea. But President Obama has begun to shift 
toward containing China, forcing the question of 
how far the US should go. 

Washington has recently beefed up its military 
ties with Taiwan, Vietnam, and Indonesia, while 
threatening to conduct a massive sea exercise 
with South Korea near China’s coast on the 
Yellow Sea. Mr. Obama has asked Congress 
to approve a free-trade pact with South Korea, 
while seeking other such bilateral agreements in 
Asia that can measure up to similar pacts already 
won by China. 

Most notably, the US stood shoulder to shoulder 
with many Southeast Asian nations last month. 
Washington told Beijing that its recent claims 
to many small islands in the South China Sea 
are essentially bogus and that it needs to resolve 
those claims peacefully with all the other nations 
around that sea. 

This was a direct challenge to China’s presumed 
dominance of Asia. The US laid down a marker 
that it wants to remain the dominant power while 
also building up more alliances with other Asian 
nations to counter China. 

That is not a light commitment by Obama. He 
must make sure the US military maintains a 
strong presence in Asia. He must stand up to 
Congress in winning approval of free-trade 
agreements. And he must encourage Asian 
nations to beef up their militaries to support the 
US in a regional defense. 

On economic issues, the US is still engaging 
China, such as asking it to stop manipulating 
its currency in order to favor its exports. Here 


again, the US is standing up for the value of free 
markets, a value that China honors more for its 
self-interest than it does for other nations. 
China’s lack of regard for the effects of its 
currency manipulation is straining Obama’s 
patience as he tries to revive the US economy. 
Congress certainly is becoming less patient as 
it moves closer to hindering imports of Chinese 
goods. 

In making suchmoves, theUS mustrememberthat 
it stands for values such as liberty and openness 
which have enabled it to be a superpower. As 
China climbs toward becoming a superpower, it 
won’t get too far unless it adopts those values. 
Last year, Lee Kuan Yew, the former leader of 
Singapore, warned that a€oeUS core interest 
requires that it remains the superior power on

los jueces son independientes. 
Pero hable con el jefe de la 
Justicia y la Justicia tampoco 
esta de acuerdo con algo asi”, 
senalo.

Lula en politica exterior, dijo 
que Brasil podria volver a 
intentar salvar a la mujer irani 
y afirmo que el Gobierno su 
pais trataba el caso como un 
“asunto politico”.
